Where Lake Michigan meets the Chicago 

River are three acres of overgrown weeds 

and shrubs. The area is referred to by some 

as a “ghost park” because it is hidden in plain 

sight. 

The scrubby lakefront land is supposed to 
be the home of DuSable Park, honoring Jean 
Baptiste Point DuSable as the city’s first non- 
native settler. Although it was dedicated by 
Mayor Harold Washington in the 1980s, it has 
yet to be developed. 

“We feel DuSable Park has been waiting for 
too long to be built,” said Serge Pierre-Louis, 
president of the DuSable Heritage Associa- 
tion in Chicago. 

The association is behind an online peti- 
tion with about 100 signatures urging the city 
and Chicago Park District to fund and build a 
park on the peninsula. 

“DuSable Park has yet to make any sig- 
nificant progress on its construction while 
other parks such as Millennium Park, Maggie 
Daley Park, and the 606 have opened in the 


near three decades since the initial DuSable 
park dedication,” a news release issued by the 
DuSable Park Coalition stated. 

“The continued lack of attention and com- 
mitment on the part of the Chicago Park 
District to this particular project is deeply 
unsettling.” 

The DuSable Park Coalition includes 
representatives of organizations such as the 
DuSable Heritage Association, Streeterville 
Organization of Active Residents, Friends of 
DuSable, Bronzeville Children’s Museum and 
Friends of the Parks. 

The undeveloped park site sits on the east 
side of Lake Shore Drive across from the 
Spire skyscraper hole. Past attempts to build 
the park have been tied to the Spire because 
the developer made a financial commitment 
to help develop the park after using the site as 
a construction staging area. 

But the Spire never got built and now Re- 
lated Midwest owns the skyscraper site. The 
online petition encouraged the separation of 
the park site construction from other devel- 


opment projects. 

The park site has faced issues with thorium 
contamination and the seawall needing to be 
replaced. Environmental remediation was 
completed three years ago. 

The three projects mentioned by the coali- 
tion— Millennium Park, Maggie Daley Park 
and The 606 —have been funded through a 
combination of public money and private do- 
nations. 

The DuSable Park Coalition is in the pro- 
cess of creating a foundation for the main 
purpose of raising money to build the park, 
Pierre-Louis said. At the same time, the Hai- 
tian community has been working with the 
DuSable Heritage Association to raise money 
for a piece of art that reflects the connec- 
tion between DuSable and Haiti— DuSable’s 
birthplace — that can be offered as a gift to the 
park, he said. 

Pierre-Louis said he would like the park to 
keep the 2006 design, which was pegged at 
$12 million. 

Additionally, he would like to see the city 


and the Park District help move the project 
forward. 

Last fall, Chicago Park District CEO Mi- 
chael Kelly told RedEye the park was not in- 
cluded in the Park District’s capital improve- 
ment plan but it remained a priority The 
main issue: money to build it. 

“There should be partners on that project 
whether it’s the local elected {officials}. Navy 
Pier, city of Chicago, all of the above, includ- 
ing us. We should partner on it,” he said. “The 
park needs a champion, and it’s too costly for 
us to go at it alone.” 

A funding source for DuSable Park has yet 
to be identified, a park district spokeswoman 
said Friday 

On Wednesday the DuSable Park Coali- 
tion plans to walk over to the site after laying 
a wreath at DuSable’s bronze bust in Pioneer 
Court, near Michigan Avenue and the Chica- 
go River, during a memorial ceremony for the 
197th anniversary of his death.

Corpse flower fails to open on its own

The rare corpse flower that has become a sen- 
sation at the Chicago Botanic Garden in Glen- 
coe was opened by scientists Sunday morning 
in front of hundreds of curious onlookers. 

Garden staff had hoped the plant, techni- 
cally a titan arum, would open on its own, 
showcasing its tan and purple flowers as it 
unleashed a stinky odor. But after exhibiting 
signs of opening, the plant, named Spike by 
staff, never opened. 

After waiting more than a week, scientists 
decided to cut around the base of the plant 
to remove its outer covering in an effort to 
determine more about the plant and why it 
may have decided to remain closed. Scientists 
believe Spike did not have enough energy to 
force itself open, deciding to end the process 
cycle and try again another time. 

The plant is not sick, and the fact that it did 
not open on its own does not mean it will not 
again, scientists said. 

“It’s disappointing that it didn’t open be- 
cause it’s really quite splendid,” said Chicago

Botanic Garden conservation scientist Pat- 
rick Herendeen, who narrated the opening 
to the crowd. “They’re amazing plants. Their 
flowers are amazing and their odor is amazing. 
However, this is not unprecedented. It just 
didn’t perform as expected. But that’s just like 
our garden plants at home.” 

The plant on Sunday did not emit the 
strong odor it normally would have had it 
opened on its own. It had a faint smell about a 
week ago and a lingering smell since. 


Illinois to put

Jijly was good to the Chicago bar scg Jie.*Thi:ee alfeady awesonfe drinking 
spots —Thalia Hall, Henry’s and Slippery Slope — all Girthed their own 
baby bars within their individual establishments, dotibling tlieir fun and 
cool cred. Each one offers a different blast from the past, which we’ve 
summed up the best way we know how— with yearbook superlatives. Get 
to know these bars within bars: the piano saloon Tack Room at Thalia 
Hall, the disco dance party Rec Room at Henry’s and ’70s fern bar

Most ‘Saturday Night Fever’ 

Rec Room 

Below Henry’s, 18 W. Hubbard St 312-955-8018 
I broke my “avoid River North after mid- 
night” rule, but for good reason. Rec Room, 
the new basement hangout in rock ’n’ roll 
lounge Henry’s, opens at 10 p.m., but we all 
know any bumping party is usually in full 
swing two hours after it starts. The retro bar is 
open Thursday through Sunday and it offers 
a dance party that’s unique to its River North 
neighbors with a jukebox and DJs spinning 
throwback tunes. 

The vibe: Walking past the snaking lines 
outside other River North bars worried me, 
but Henry’s had no wait, and we danced right 
down the stairs to Rec Room, glowing with 
pink lamps and rainbow twinkle lights that 
span the entire length of the ceiling. It’s defi- 
nitely a caricature of a ’70s disco lounge, with 
a giant green lava lamp and a jukebox loaded 
with 45s. The crowd was a mix of post-work 
suit-and-tie River Northers, a few tourists and 
lots of relaxed 20 -somethings with their danc- 
ing shoes on. Compared with Henry’s upstairs, 
which is often crowded and loud, Rec Room is 
way more conducive to dancing. 

Off to the side of the room is a vintage 
refrigerator that guests are invited to raid after 
midnight. The offerings range from cold pizza 
and fried chicken to push-up pops, and the 
best part is it’s all free, ^s, I said free, a word 
that’s a unicorn in River North bars and restau- 
rants, let alone the entire city The bar snacks 
that night didn’t look super appetizing to me, 
but I also wanted to avoid the risk of getting 
something with meat in it (none of the plates 
were labeled). But free is free, and I can’t deny 
it’s a cool concept. 

The menu: Rec Room is all bottles and 
cans. Along with an edited beer selection, the 
bar offers its own version of “bottle service,” 
a cheeky way to sell a variety of classic and 
seasonal bottled cocktails made in-house ($12- 
$13). Guests can order at a table, but there’s 
also a self-service option. Between the walk-up 
window bar and the canned beer and prepared 
cocktails, it felt like a fast-food joint for booze, 
and I liked it— except the cash-only part. But 
the bartender was super patient with a million 
questions I had about the bottled cocktails. I 
picked two and let him choose an additional 
three for me. All were incredibly sweet, but 
they’d be just right if served over ice. The Sun- 
set Limited (gin, sloe gin, orange curacao and 
lemon juice) tasted like a liquid version of my 
mom’s blackberry cobbler. My favorite was the 
Feel the Beat (white rum, blackstrap rum. Dark 
Matter Coffee, blueberry puree and lime juice), 
which was like a coffee, toast and jam breakfast. 

The bottom line: Henry’s, which used to go 
by Henry’s Swing Club, has personally always 
been a River North favorite. The name nods to 
the John Lee Hooker song “Boogie Chillen’,” 
but there was never much of the “boogie” until 
now Rec Room is a lunky disco haven I never 


thought I’d find in the neighborhood. With 
no lines, tasty cocktails and easy moving and 
grooving. Hooker sums it up: “They was really 
havin’ a ball.” 


Grooviest cocktails 

The Heavy Feather 

Above Slippery Slope 
2357 N. Milwaukee Ave. 773-799-8504 
Kids these days are long familiar with speak- 
easies and blasts from the past of that nature, 
but what the funk is a fern bar? Head to The 
Heavy Feather from Wednesday through 
Sunday to find out. We’ve heard rumblings of a 
second bar opening above Slippery Slope since 
the dancey dive opened last year. It’s finally 
here, and good classic ’70s cocktails isn’t an 
oxymoron at The Heavy Feather. 

The vibe: Design staples of the ’70s-inspired 
lounge include mirrors, brass, wood and plants. 
The crosshatch wood floor pattern matches 
the paneling on the enormous bar, encased 
by wooden spindle baluster shelves filled with 
fake plants and kitschy objects. “Our main 
thing is that we wanted it to feel like if you 
travel in time to the ’70s, it would fit in place,” 
beverage director Doug Phillips said. “We 
didn’t want to create a caricature of the ’70s 
and have lava lamps and all that all over the 
place.” It’s an intimate low-lit space with a chill 
crowd. The downside is that you have to wait 
in Slippery Slope’s notoriously long line, but 
depending on how late you get there, the out- 
side entertainment provided by Logan Square’s 
finest hipster trash makes it move pretty fast. 

The menu: Some bars offer mean cock- 
tails, but not all of them nail the classics. It 
might be more surprising to find great clas- 
sics in a ’70s-themed bar, an era shamed for 
unduly sweet cocktails and simple unrefined 
flavor combinations, but it’s not so shocking 
in the palate-pleasing hands of the Scofflaw 
Group. “Unfortunately it was kind of a dark 
time for cocktails in a lot of people’s minds,” 
Phillips said. “{That reputation is} unwar- 
ranted in some ways because their memories 
of these cocktails are the second generation 
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remaking them, rather than having them for 
the first time, so I like to find the old recipes 
and remake them for the modern palate.” 

The classics menu ($io each) includes a 
manhattan (good), an old fashioned (great), 
a sidecar and Singapore sling (which tasted 
like a fruity ambrosia salad). The specialty 
menu features a few throwbacks (mostly $io), 
such as a vanilla ice cream dream version of a 
grasshopper ($12) with cognac in addition 
to traditional ingredients chocolate and mint 
liqueurs. The amaretto sour, with bourbon, 
was the best I’ve ever had, compared to the 
tooth-rotting concoction my mom loves. In 
stark contrast with the rest, however, was the 
Shark Attack! ($12). It was nearly everything 
bad about ’70s cocktails in a single glass— a 
heavy-handed hangover inducer with three 
different kinds of rum, raspberry syrup, coco- 
nut puree and pineapple and lime juices. 

The bottom line: It’s rude to speak iU of 
someone who isn’t around to defend himself, 
and the same can be said for ’70s cocktailing. 
But The Heavy Feather brings some justice to 
the time regarded as the dark ages of mixed 
drinks. The craft cocktail revolution we’re in is 
about challenges (we’ve mastered making Mal- 
ort taste good), and the obvious next trial to 
be lauded was tackling an entire decade of bad 
cocktail choices. The Heavy Feather nailed it.

Tack Room 

Next to Thalia Hall, 1807 S. Allport St 312-526-3851 
Talking to strangers in bars is my job, literally 
but for some, it can be kind of scary However, 
walking into Tack Room, a new piano saloon 
in an old carriage house in Pilsen, it’s easy to 
mistake everyone as friends. The bar is the 
fourth drinking establishment in the Thalia 
Hall empire, a 123-year-old Czech music hall 
that reopened in 2013. It’s a lively little neigh- 
borhood bar where the drinks go down easy 
and no one’s a stranger when the music starts. 

The vibe: With a spunky pianist ready to 
take your request (for a tip, of course). Tack 
Room is basically live-music karaoke without 


the pressure of singing alone. Thursday 
through Saturday at the bar, a pianist takes 
to the keys at 9 p.m, so my friends and I got 
there just after 10 p.m. Cassandra Kaczor 
was situated at the grand piano, the center- 
piece of the room, surrounded by bar stools. 
The seats at the piano, which is adorned 
with wax-dripping candelabras and a horned 
animal skull, are the best in the house if 
you’re up for making new friends. Kaczor 
demanded the attention of the whole room, 
filled with beards, plaid shirts and trendy 
haircuts, with tunes from Tina Turner’s 
version of “Proud Mary” to Kanye West’s 
“Homecoming.” 

The equestrian decor of the candlelit 
room, including shelves lined with cowboy 
boots in front of a wall papered with gallop- 
ing horses, nods to the space’s past life as a 
horse stable. The exposed brick, ironwork 
and an ornate ceiling of an old tavern that 
was once there are original, according to co- 
owner Bruce Finkelman. “It was very nice to 
have the story kind of be really realistic and 
point at the history ... to have it be this 1890s 
bar, this kind of roadhousey feel of what 
Pilsen was probably like back then,” he said. 

The menu: Like the other Thalia Hall 
establishments. Tack Room is cocktail- 
focused but with classics neighborhood folk 
in the 1890s might have drank, such as sherry 
cobblers and gin rickeys. I went for the Tack 
Room Buck (bourbon, housemade carrot- 
ginger beer, lemon juice and mint, $9), which 
was a bit too sweet for me, but the summer 
cobbler ($9) with peach liqueur, rose, fresh 
berries and Madeira, a fortified dessert wine, 
was well-balanced and refreshing. The menu 
also offers a limited selection of craft beer 
and food from Dusek’s. 

The bottom line: Today musicians seldom 
use the piano with the same energy as before, 
featuring the instrument mostly in moody slow 
songs. But Tack Room reignites an old con- 
cept, the piano bar, giving younger generations 
a taste of the vivacious social engagements and 
libations of their predecessors, with quite pos- 
sibly just as much whooping and hollering.

There’s no better

trill.” That line serves 
as the hedonistic mis- 
sion statement for the 25-year-old crooner, 
who’s spent his entire career lyrically dwelling 
in the darkest corners of sex and substance 
abuse. While it’s an unsettling combination, 
it’s working: He’s the first artist to hold 
the Top 3 slots on Billboard’s Hot 
R&B chart and now headlines A 

festivals like Lollapalooza. 

With his second official album, 

“Beauty Behind the Madness,” 

Tesfaye yet again fails to prove he’s 
the real deal. Since his major label 
debut, “Kiss Land,” couldn’t seamlessly 
transition him from alt-darling auteur of 
brooding beats to a mainstream-ready pop 
sound, for this effort he linked up with hit- 
makers such as Max Martin (Backstreet Boys) 
Lana Del Rey and Peter Svensson (of the 
Cardigans), among others. And when he goes 
full pop, it’s arguably the best music of his 
career, with Tesfaye still keeping his aggres- 
sive, pleasure-seeking persona intact despite 
the radio-friendly sheen. Smash hit “Can’t 
Feel My Face,” an addiction ode disguised as 
a love song that currently sits at No. 2 on the 
Hot 100 chart, is his most instantly palatable 
song yet thanks to its pulsating EDM throb

and tight chorus. The sensual “Earned It (Fifty 
Shades of Grey),” on the other hand, high- 
lights the most fitting combination ever of an 
artist and a movie. 

Then there’s “The Hills,” currently No. 5 
on the chart, which says, “I only call you 
when it’s half-past five” and “I just {bleepled 

two b before I saw you.” While that may 

be off-putting, it’s Tesfaye’s M.O. What’s 
really off-putting, though, is the filler and 
pandering. Ed Sheeran shows up for some 
reason, adding coffee-shop bard cheese to 
lowlight “Dark Times.” Elsewhere, “Shame- 
less” has acoustic guitar chords straight out 
of a Michelle Branch song before it inexpli- 
cably changes to bizarre. Van Halen-style 
shredding. Moreover, “In the Night” is 
basically just the run-of-the-mill Michael 
Jackson tribute we’ve seen throughout his 
discography Too often on the album, 
k like on “Often,” conveniently, Tes- 
faye endlessly repeats the song’s 
title, which makes for a listening 
W experience that’s annoying rather 
than hypnotic (especially with the 
weird, pointed pronunciation of the 
word). 

Eor a guy known to make late-night en- 
counters as unsexy as possible (like “Trust me 
girl, you wanna be high for this” on his early 
“House of Balloons” mixtape), there isn’t 
much of an effort to redeem his drugged- 
out Lothario persona. Tesfaye, as weird as 
he gets, has become a superstar for solely 
dealing in lust, pleasure and being completely 
unapologetic about it, leaving listeners to 
decide if it’s arousing or creepy But if he can 
make the cohesive, fully-formed album that 
“Beauty Behind the Madness” only hints at, 
his screw-it-all, destructive attitude won’t 
seem so pointless.

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Amid zombies and chaos, a lack of suspense 



Alfred Hitchcock 
once described the 
difference between 
suspense and surprise: 
If you see two people 
sitting at a table and a 
bomb explodes, that’s 
surprise. If the audience knows the bomb is 
there beforehand, that’s suspense. 

In the second episode of “Fear the Walking 
Dead,” the series lurches closer to the suspense 
that should be its strong suit. 

As the episode begins, Alicia (Alycia 
Debnam-Carey) goes over to her boyfriend’s 
house to check on him. Matt (A/laestro Har- 
rell) has been under the weather since a human 
bit his shoulder. Alicia’s brother Nick (Frank 
Dillane), their mom, Madison (Kitn Dickens), 
and Madison’s boyfriend, Travis (Cliff Curtis), 
drive to Matt’s place. They see his festering 
bite wound and decide it might be time to exit. 
Matt says he’U be fine. Matt is wrong. 

Madison runs to the high school where she 
works, opens a cabinet full of confiscated drugs 
and collects Oxycontin to help ease Nick’s 


withdrawal. At the school, Madison runs into 
student Tobias (Lincoln A. Castellanos). They 
encounter Principal Costa (Scott Lawrence), 
who has a gaping bite wound. Costa tries to eat 
Tobias. Madison bashes in his skull. 

Tobias declines an offer to stay with Madi- 
son and her family He heads back into his 


own home and says, “I’ll be okay” 

While all this is going down, Travis is trying 
to round up his ex-wife and son. The son, 
Chris (Lorenzo James Henrie), finds himself at 
the epicenter of a riot. Travis and the ex-wife 
find Chris and hide out in a barber shop. 

As the episode ends, Travis calls Madison, 


telling her to take her kids to the desert, where 
they’ll be “safe.” Madison doesn’t want to leave 
without Travis, but their cellphones go dead. 

The show is starting to be vaguely remi- 
niscent of “Lost.” And, like “Lost,” it is best 
when you see people dealing with the crisis at 
hand. Unfortunately “Fear” is spending a lot 
of time showing us characters who are barely 
alarmed at rolling power failures, reanimated 
corpses and a sudden abundance of human 
biting incidents. 

The episode’s strongest moment was 
executed with a minimum of screen time. 
Madison’s neighbors are setting up a bounce 
house. The audience knows the apocalypse 
is coming, but the family is unaware. That’s 
the suspense Hitchcock was referencing. And 
indeed, when the father turns into a zombie 
and tries to eat the mother while they struggle 
in a deflated bounce house, it’s far more chill- 
ing than anything we’ve seen from the series 
so far. Suspense pays off Hopefully “Fear the 
Walking Dead” can remember that.
